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CONSTABLE'S BRIBE 


EXPERIENCE OF YOUTH FROM 
: “MANILA 


JAIL WITHOUT OPTION 


Chinese constable No, C244 was 
sentenced hy Mr. A. W. u. HL. 
Grantham, at. the Central Magis- 
tracy, to-four months’ hard labour 
for receiving a bribe, and one 
month fot the larceny of a foun- 
tain pen. 

The case for the prosecution was 
that a Chinese youth who had re- 
cently returned from Manila was 
going on to ‘the “Star” Ferry 
wharf to cross over to Kowloon 
when the accused stopped him and 
demanded to search a bag wrich 
he was carrying. : 

The youth complied. sccused 
pulled out a water pistol from the 
bag and told the youth that it 
was unlawful to possess it in 
Hong Kong. He. suggested that 
the youth would be sent to jail 
if he were charged. 

In the course of further search, 
accused found a packet containing 
one Manila peso and-two 20 cen- 
tave pieces. He fingered the coing 
for a long time, apparently reluct- 
ant to return them, whereupon the 
youth suggested that he could 
keep the money for tea. 

“$6 to Settle” 

After pocketing the money, ac- 
cused told the youth that he want- 
ed $6 to “settle” the matter. The 
youth gave him a Hong Kong ‘dol- 
lar note and said that that was 
all he could spare. Accused then 
wrote something in a book with a 
fountain pen and told the youth to 
pack up. Having returned al] his 
property tothe bag the youth went 
off to buy his ferry ticket. Then 
it occurred to him that the pen 
he had seen the accused writing 
with was his property and was in 
the bag. 

The youth went back and ask- 
ed the accused for the return of 
the pen. but the latter said that 
it would be given back when the| 
.youth had paid up the balance of 
the money, 

Complaint to ‘Sergeant Major 
* Returning to Kowloon the youth 
complained to his uncle, who sent 
a servant with him back to Hong 
Kong to look for -accused. On 
finding that he had already gone 
off duty, the youth and his uncte’s 
servant went to the searchers’ 
office in the new Fire Station build- 
ing where they complained to the 
Chinese Sergeant-Major in charge. 

Next morning the youth attend- 
ed an identification parade. where 
he picked the accused out from a 
row of nine men. : 

The defence, which was con- 
dueted by Mr. F. C. E. Rendall. 
was that the youth became annoy- 
-ed when the accused searched his 
bag and suggested that the youth 
had planted the money in an en- 
velope on a shelf near where the 
accused was standing before going 
on the boat. Accused: later found 
‘the money and took possession of 
it, inténding. to hand it into’ the 
office on the following day, but 
he'was placed under arrest before 
he could do so.

INDIA’S TRADE 


THE PAST TEN YEARS IN 
> RETROSPECT . 
FUTURE BRIGHT . 

-In_ every country after the. post- 
Armistice boom there ensued a jeriod 
of trade-depression which varied only 
in its degree ‘of intensity. S far 
from escaping this setback, India, as 
Mr. Kekshai Premchand recalid in 
the ,papor read to the East Indi As- 
sociation on July 31, was  in-some 
ways more seriously affected than al- 
most any other country, comments 
the “Financial Times.” - While world 
prices of the manufactured articles 
she imports rose rapidly during and 
after the War, the values of the ex- 
portable surplus of her produce have 
not risen in anything like the samz 
proportion, and the difference, al- 
though the margin of recent years 
has narrowed considerably, hai un- 
doubtedly stood in the way of the 
economic betterment of the ciltiva- 
tor clasyes, which ate the backbone of 
the county’s purchaing power. Re- 
covery from the bedlevel of .1921 has 
had nevessarily ‘to he built up sbwly. 
Debris has had to be removed and 
onfidence restored; _ economic - dis- 
location still prevails ~ in other coun- 
tries; bul a comparison between the 
present state of India’s trade and 
that prevailing in -i921- shows that 
India has come.through the perind of 
more successfully than many 
other countries, and although the 
labour unrest, not only in the relative- 
ly new industries such as the iron 
and ‘steel trades, but also in the older 
cotton and jute ills, has retarded 
the recovery, the future is decidedly 
bright. 

Exports and Imports 

India has no real concern with 
luxury trade, and the commolities 
dealt in are connected with. ewery- 
day . needs. Her trade prosperity, in 
view of her large population and low 
average of individual ‘ouying power, 
depends on large quantities of goods 
circulating at low prices rather than

Future Progress 

Tt is not easy tinalyse the causes 
which have contributed to the notable 
change between the commercial situa- 
tion in 1920-21 and the present day. 
To a large extent the improvemeit in 
world eonditions generally has helped, 
though, as«we have observed, there is 
reason io believe that condition in 
India have improved more rapidly 
and in more marked degree than in 
many other countries. Good mon- 
soons have undoubtedly played a large 
part im the change, but it would be 
wrong to aseribe even a large mea-~ 
sure of the alteration for the better 
to purely fortuitous circumstances. 
And at oo time has it been more im- 
portant to recall that the steady im- 
provement “in the political situation 
has engendered a feeling of stability 
and continuity, and gone far to re- 
store that confidence in internal 
security which is the only” sure 
foundation of normal trade eypan- 
sion, Here we approach the main 
plank in our argument -and a point} 
upon which many of those who took 
part in the discussion on, Mr, Prem-' 
chand’s paper rightly seized. The 
tendencies which we have narrated, 
indicate, as he observed,’ “‘the rapid 
growth of the financial and econmic 
strength of India; despite certain 
weaknesses which must exist in any 
country of such magnitude and 
diversity.” But if the rate of future 


| progress is to be as rapid and sustain- 


ed as Mr. Premchand suggests, it is 
essential not only that the who of 
the country’s capital resources are 
brought into ‘effective use, but that 
in every sense of the words “the Bri- 
tish and India conductors of industry 
and commerce should work togsther 
as partners with a single eye to ths 
progress of Indian economic advince- 
ment. And we can imagine no more 
practical means of ensuring. - the at- 
tainment of that common aim than 
by the exereise, on the India’ side 
especially, of the spirit of forbearanes 
and good will for which Mr. Prem- 
chand so eloquently pleads, .. and. in 
which alone so many of the issues at 
present outstanding—economic. no less 
than constitutional-between the two 
countries can be resolved to their 
mutual benefit.

Very often the chief cause 
lies in a disturbance of the func- 
tions of the ductless glands, as in 
the changes which occur in the 
female sex glands at puberty and 
the menopaltse. Muscle and nerve 
ailments are less harmful, but throw 
a great burden on sickness benefit 
funds and insurance societies by 
their enormous incidence and their 
tendency to relapse. They are most 
often due to constitutional defects, 
metaboblic disorders, chills and in-

The statistics are very significant. 
The approved societies of Great Bri- 
tain pay out to rheumatic patients 
about £2,000,000 a year, and it 
has been calculated that the work- 
ing time. Jost from rheumatism to 
British industry every year amounts 
to 2,000,000 weeks! These huge 
figures are illuminating reminders 
of the urgent need for an immediate 
and energetic campaign against the 
national disease of rheumatism. 
Naturally; the first step is to remove 
the cause, and this means the pro- 
‘vision of dry dwellings, fresh air 
and light, ss well as prezautions 
against cold.

RAPER FINED 


THE “PIONEER” AND’ THE 
_ GOVERNMENT OF INDIA 
Rs.22,000 DAMAGES 

According to a recent» Caleutta 
message, .Mr. ‘Justice Buckland 
awarded Rs.22,000 damages |: in 
favour of the East Indian Railway 
against the Pioneer and Civil and 
Military Gazette, Ltd., for reproduc- 


garding the Belur railway accident 
fof July iast’ year from which- the 
libel action ayrainst the now defunct 
“Forward” — arase, resulting in 
[against the latter Paper. <A feport 
in the “Statesman” shows that: the 
award again&t the Pioneer und Civil 
and Military Gazette, Ltd., was the 
result of a settlement of the case, 
in which the Secretary of State for 
India in Council was the plaintiff 
on behalf of the Fast Indian Rail- 
way (a Government line) and the 
actual amount decreed was 
Rs.20,000. The original claim, we 
believe, - was for Rs.200,000 
damages, 

The Standing ° Counsel (Mr. 
Ameer Ali), appearing for the 
plaintiff before Mr. Justice Buck- 
land, said’ that there would ‘be a 
decree in favour of the plaintiff 
for Rs. 20,000 and that the defen. 
dants had undertaken to publish an 
apology in terms contained in the 
terms of settlement, - 

Mr. D.C. Stewarl Smith (for Mr. 
T. Chatterjee) appeared for the de- 
fendants and agreed to the terms.

The latest ebullition of Chinese. 
nationalism is to be found in a Nanking 
message which. states that the Ministry 
of the Navy has submitted o Bill to 
the National Government prohibiting 
the employment of foreign pilots in 
Chinese waters afier Janvaty 1, 1931. 
In the meantime, it is ggested, 
Chinese_citizens should be trained to 
pilot foreign end Chinese vesels, Ht is a 
very bright. idea, this, but on which is 
unlikely to be realised, unless the 
Chinese,Government is prepared to risk 
the omission of Chinese ports from the 
calls of many important shipping lines, 
or the raising of insurance rates on 
hulls and cargoes of ships entering 
ports where pilotage is necssary, to 
prohibitive figures... For it is obvious- 
ly impossible to train sufficient expert 
pilots to meet all of China's require- 
ments within the’ space of sixteen 
tnonths. It may be doubtel whether 
there are. sufficieaat Chinese with the 
necessary qualifications for navigating 
modern vesels, even to start the ap- 
prenticeship that is in most cases re- 
quired before a pilot: of any nationality 
ean qualify for alicence. And it may 
be regarded as quite certain that the 
foreign, pilots wilt not undertake the 
training of Chinese substitules if it-is 
stated that their own licences will be 
cancelled at the md of next year. 

: Chinese Seanien 

Noone doubts that the Chinese of 
certain provinces are excellent seamen. 
They have inherited from generation to 
generation the att of navigating their 
apparently clumsy craft, They are 
good weather prophets, and within cer- 
tain limitations, lold and skilful navi. 
gators. Under »me_ conditions they 
make thoroughly competent pilots, as, 
for instance, on the Yangtse and the 
West River. Bul in. both these in- 
stances their skid is due tot to the 
employment of modern navigation in: 
struments, but te local knowledge, an 
familiarity with landmarks. It may 
be doubted whether the bes of these 
river pilots could. qualify een for a 
Third Mate’s Certificate. All their 
knowledge is empirical. And useful 
though it is in a narrow waterway, it 
could not possibly be considered a suf- 
ficient qualification for the handling of 
n large sea-going vessel approaching a 
congested port. Most if not all of the 
foreign pilots at the principal Chinese 
ports possess Master's or Extra-Mas- 
ters’ certificates, cbtained asa result of 
years of study aud experience, before 
they begin to qualify fora pilot’s 
licence. They have been sccustomed 
for years © previously, to handling 
modern steamers under every imagin- 
able condition of wind and weather. 
They are familisr not only with the 
use of every modern instrument used in 
dae navigation and control of seagoing 
vessels, but also with marilime rules, 
and precautions prescribed by inter- 
national practice Although under a 
comparatively recent change in British 
law the presence of a pilot on the 
bridge, in a compulsory piltage area, 
does not relieve and- owner or Master 
of the vessel from liability, the Pilot’s| 
responsibility, continues to be a very; 
heavy one. A pilot proved ts have béeni 
guilty of serious negligence would al- 
most certainly lose his licence, and 
even if he did not, no conscientious 
master would be willing to employ him,

he bears a title “King,” to. eonfine 
his efforts to a single city; why he 
would exchange the signature “Dan 
O’Brien, Rex,” that appears on his 
poems, for the simple cognomen of 
Mayer Dan O'Brien.

AFRICAN TRAVEL. 


INTERESTING A ACCOUNT OF 
TRANSPORT SYSTEMS 
— 
The first means of movement 
common in Africa at the present 
day is the human porter carrying 


a load of perhaps 60 lb. His total 


daily mileage capacity is-15° or 
thereabouts, which gives a trans- 
port capacity a day of rather less 
than half.a ton-mile. The charges 
per ton-mile range from 5s, to Is. 
6d.,  depending- upon conditions, 
wages paid, &c. 

The next stage in the transporta- 
tion system of such countries as 
South Africa is the use of pack 
animals, with a load capacity of 
200 tb. to 400 Ib. and a daily mile- 
age capacity of, say, 24. Asauming 
that. of this 24 miles, 12 to. 18. only 
will be under load, we get a-daily 
ton-mile capacity for pack animals 
of 1 to 3, at a cost per ton-mile of 
from 5s. to 2s. It is rather remark- 
able that, according to such figuras 
as the Author has been able to co!- 
lect, the average cost per ton-mile 
of pack animal! transport tends to 
be rather higher than the cost of 
transport by human porter, indicat- 
ing possibly an even lower standard 
of existence for the human being 
than for the animal.

Shanghai, requesting the latter to” 
lodge a protest against American 
doctors conducting examinations of 
Chinese desiring to oe the'United 
States. 
le In the course of a letter which 
they have addressed to the, Com- 
‘missioner, - the Overseas —_ Affairs 
Commitiee say that the American 
Government professes friendship 
towards China but, 
time, she is enforcing an 
anti-Chinese policy in forbid- 
ding Ohinese to enter the 
Philippine Islands from Amoy and 
in demanding that all Chinese de- 
siring to.enter America must board 
ship either at Hong Kong or Shang- 
hai only after they have undergone 
a strict medical examinition, One 
.cannot realise the. numerous 
instances of ill-treatment 2 Chinese 
passenger receives unless one at-

The worst-of . these cases, the 
letter says, is that all Chinese pas- 
sengers who return from America 
by Dollar steamers are not permit=| 
ted to land in Shanghai, which is 
part and parcel of the land of their 
fathers. This is an open breach of 
China’s sovereign rights,and is an 
insult te the Chinese people. The 


for the purpose of assisting the 
Government in the emancipation of 
Chinese overseas from foreign -ag- 
gression, can no longer -remain 
silent in this matter nor can they 
allow the limitation of Chinese 
-emigration by the American Gov- 
ernment, so they have requested the 
Central Government to. lodge a 
strong protest with the American 
Gevernment and to demand the can- 
cellation of these regulations. 

in conclusion, the Committee says 
that it much appreciates Dr. Hu's 
suggestion that offices should be 
established in Shanghai and other 
places in China for the examina- 
tion of epidemic diseases so there 
will be no grounds for the appoint- 
ment of American medical officers 
to examine Chinese passengers in 
China and to forbid thelanding of 
Chinese passengers in Shanghai. 

An official of the Dollar Company 
stated that it was untrue that. 
Chinese passengers were ill-treated 
and that Chinese were forbidden to 
land in Shanghai while passing 
through from America. to Hong 
Kong. In accordance with the US 
medical regulations, American pas- 
sengers and others bound froni 
Hong Kong to the United States, as 
well as Chinese, were not permitted 
to land in Shanghai so there was no 
question of discrimination.

CIVIL AVIATION | 


-ARE WE LAGGING 
; _ BEHIND? - 
'_BXPANSION NEEDED 
It is satisfactory to note that the 
British and French Ministers for 
Air have reached an agreement for 
mutual co-operation in the develop- 


~jment of air transport in Alviea, the 


Middle East, the Far East, . and 
South Ameriga, while just before 
Parliament rose it was amounced 
that a Civil Aviation. Comultative 


Committee had been appointed “To| 


examine and report to the Secretary 


‘|of State for Air on questions relat- 


ing lo the development of Civil 
Aviation in the British Empire,” 
writes Harold Cox in the “Sunday 
Times.”. These are wise steps on 
the part of the Government. Eng- 
Jand is undoubtedly lagging behind 
foreign countries in the develop- 
ment of - civil aviation. Striking 
figures on this point are given by 
Brigatdier-General Groves-in an ad- 
dress published in the July issue of 
the journal of the .Royal Institute 
‘of International Affairs: 
Groves states that in the year 1928 
the number of miles flown commer- 
cially by Great Britain was 950,000; 
by France, ‘4,500,000; by Germany, 
6,750,000; and by the United States, 
10,472,000, 

To some extent this contrast may 
justly be attributed to geographical 
considerations. In spite-of the de- 
velopment of seaplanes it still is 
more convenient to fly over land 
than over sea, Consequently it. is 
natural that continental countries 
should turn to -systems of alr 
transport more rapidly than the in- 
habitants of a sea-girt island. But 
the question remains whether we 
can afford, from the Empwial and 
from the international ponts of 
view, relatively to neglect this 
modern method of locomotion. How 
far we are behind our continental 
neighbours may be gauged from 
another comparison of figures given 
by General Groves. who suys that 
to-tlay Germany, is flying some 
45,00) miles diily, as against our 
daily average of 5,000 miles, in- 
cluding the weekly service by Im- 
perial Airways to Karachi, ~ 

Croydon to Karachi 


As regards that important service 
several complaints have been made 
in the Press lately- that the British 
public is not availing itself,.as it 
oughi to do, of the advantages that 
the service. offers. Reciprocally 
some people are complaining that 
‘the service is defective. The lat 
ter charge is strongly chalknged in 
a resent issue of the Calcutta 

tatesman.’ In a leading article 
the “Statesman” says: “We see no 
reason for despondency. over the air 
mail sorvice between Croydon and 
Karathi.

The daughter of a well known 
Berlin art dealer and art collector, 
Lesser, and of an _ Italjan-born 
mother who came from Brioni, she 
discovered her talent at the-early 
age of 17.years by mere accident. 
Accompanying her father to St. 
Petersburg, a German. military 
attache with whom she became 


ing to get Russian guns made at 
the Putilov works which were in 
ithe hands of a Russian General 
(with whom her father was dealing. 
Under the pretence of copying a 
certain painting, Fraulein Lesser 
copied the plan and the thrill she 
got from this advénture induced 
her to devote herself exclusively to 
espionage. ‘ 
Aptitude for Spying 

Coached by general staff officers, 
she developed an aptitude for the 
work, being greatly assisted by her 
unusual intelligence and her com- 
mand of foreign languages. After 
the outbreak of the World War-she 
began to work independently. Dur- 
ing the war she went repeatedly to 
France and England to organize the 
German espionage system.

M. Coudyanis, direct instructions, 
she was denounced ‘to -the French 
authorities by M. Coudyanis's jeal- 
ous fiancee, but escaped: She re- 
turned to Paris a few months later 
and received’ valuable. documents 
from the Rumanian dancer;. Rene 
Coloscu, which she decided to take 
to Berlin personally. 

She was stopped at the Swiss 
border and was escorted by a 
soldier. She followed, apparently 
willingly, but when out of earshot 
of the. soldier’s companion ‘drew a 
concealed revolver and shot the 
guard dead. The next morning she 
appeared on the Swiss side and an- 
other guard was found dead at the 
border. 

Her parents died during the war 
and left her a large fortune, which 
proves she was not after money but 
loved intrigue more than life. 
When the war and its excitement 
ended she took to morphine, which 
completely undermined her body 
and mind, and, although only 34, 
she is-dead to the world.

| charge they captured prisoners and 
thus chim the honour of being the 
first British soldiers to take Ger- 
man prisoners during the war. 


Wherever ex-Service men gather, 
when discussing turns to military 
matters, there is alwaysa difference 
of opinion as to who fired the first 
British shot during the War. Ac- 
cording to: Lieut. -Colonel N. G. 
Thwaites, C.B.E., in. an article ina 
recent ‘issue of the “Ypres Times,”
